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CLAIM JUMPING. 

Ever since the claims in the vicinity of Ed- 
monton became valuable the danger fron, 
jumpers has always been before the eyes of 
the actual settler. The fact that the law did 
not formally recognize his right to the land 


upon which he lived was a standing tempta- 


tion to persons of a dishonest tendency to 
appropriate to themselves the whole or a 
part, as the inclination was felt or opportu- 
nity offered. It was hoped that when the 
surveys were made this state of affairs wou'd 
end, and that the settler would be protected 
in his rights. But judging from reports re- 
ceived from other parts of the territories the 
fact of the land being surveyed or land 
offices established is # help rather than a hin- 
drance to this dirty business. From the lit- 
tle Saskatchewan, the Sonris river, the Qu’- 
Appelle and the Prince Albert: settlements 
come reports of claims being jumped, and 
from the reading of the reports it is apparent 
that the department not only does not at- 
tompt to stop the jumping but actually 
assists the jumpers. In one township near 
Regina every pre-emption was jumped and 
in the Souris country matters have reached 
such a pitch that a vigilance conimittee has 
been formed amongst the settlers for the 
purpose of protecting each other. 

When the fact of the land being surveyed 
in those districts will not prevent jumping 
we can depend upon it that it will not pre- 
ventit here. The promptitude with which 
the two attempts that were made here last 
winter were sat down upon, the subsequent 
decision of the magistrate in one of the cases 
and the drop in the speculative value of the 
land, has kept the evil down during the past 
summer, but ifa rush takes place next spring, 
as it is almost certain to, we cannot expect 
to fare any better than settlers similarly sit- 
uated elsewhere. If the land is valuable 
enough to make it worth while, and the op- 
portunity offers, the man to seize the oppor- 
tunity will not be wanting. 

That the land in the townships around Ed- 
monton is sutliciently valuable to make‘a 
quarter section of it well worth jumping 
there can be no doubt and the opportunity 
lies in-the pre-emption rights of the settlers 
not being yet recognized by the government. 
The principle upon which the department 
acts is to get as many settlers on as little 
land as possible and to this end every assis- 
tance would be given to a person who had 
taken another's pre-emption to have it enter: 
ed as a homestead for himself. If the settlers 
now here allow others to come in and take 
up their pre-emptions as homesteads they 
can depend upon it that the department will 
look as favorably on the claims of the new 
comers as upon their own, 

The easiest and best way to hold the pre- 
emptions until entries for them are received 
inthe land office is to do so by main foree, 
Each settler should lose no time in defining 
what he claims as his pre-emption, and then 
make sufficient improvements on it to give 
himthe right of actual possession, When 
this is done the law as laid down by judge 
Richardson last summer, both at Battleford 
and at this place, will protect him in forcibly 
ejecting any person who attempts to enter 
into possession of it. Then if he has im- 
provements on it and no one else is in posses: 
sion when the land office is opened he will be 
able to make his entry and secure it for him- 
self, Possession, it must be remembered, is | 
nine points of the law and especially so in | 
cases such as this. To make a formal protest 
at the time the claim is jumped will have no 
effect in the land office, if the jumper is al- 
lowed to maintain a continued residence, 
The only safe way is to see that he does not | 
maintain residence—to put him pff in fact as 
soon as he gets on. Every moment he re 
mains strengthens his right of possession and 
correspondingly weakens that of the other 
party.

Our rulers at Ottawa have changed their 
minds in regard to their coal mining regula- 
tions of last winter. Instead of charging @ 
royalty on all coal mined they propose to de- 
clare certain districts coal districts, and to 
withdraw the land contained in these dis- 
tricts from sale or settlement as agricultudal 
land. They wil! then offer this land in small 
parcels for sale to the highest bidder, The 
report goes on to say that ‘it is not yet de- 
‘cided whether the sale will be by auction 
“or by tender, but the latter system seems 
“to offer the greatest security against rings.” 
Oh, dear ! 

What a good thing it is for us that we have 
a government so watchful of the interests of 
the people as to ‘sve that no wicked capital- 
ists form a coal ring and increase the price of 
fuel to the poor settlers in the far west! 
How it would cause their tender hearts to 
bleed if the choice mining locations on the 
rivers were quietly snaked in by means of 
private advertisements and sealed tenders, 
by the leading spiritsin the political machine. 
This government which concocted and is re- 
sponsible for that greatest of all rings, the 
syndicate, and which, not six months age 
lent its whole weight and influence towards 
forwarding the schemes of a ring of specula- 
tors at the alleged town site of Regina, could 
not fora moment brook the idea of a North-

So the Prince Albert people are to have 
twenty miles of a railroad by July, 184. 
They yave up half their-land last spring to 
an alleged railroad company that in consid- 
eration thereof was to give them direct com- 
munication with tha C.P.R. at Qu’Appelle 
inside of three years. A nice little question 
in proportion for the Prince Albert people to 
work out is: if it takes a railroad company 
two years to build twenty miles of railway, 
how long willit take the same company to 
build two hundred and sixty miles, the dis- 
tance from the South Branch to Qu’Appelle 7 
The chief beauty of this railroad bonus and 
the one that makes it altoyether lovely is that 
while half the land is given up by the original 
proprietors to the railroad company, the 
whole thing is placed in the hands of joint 
trustees who administer it themselves and if 
another railway runs in the neighborhood of 
Prince Albert, the people have nothing left 
which they can offer as an inducement to 
that company to bring their line to the tuwn 
site. This will probably result in the starting 
of an opposition town which may injure the 
original town greatly, if not utterly ruin it. 
When the people of Prince Albert had land 
they wanted to give away they should have 
given it toa company that could give them 
substantial assurances that they were both 
able and willing to build the much coveted 
railway, not toan illusory company, impal- 
pable as moonshine, as far as the possibility 
of compelling it to build a railroad is con- 
cerned, but as stern and irresistible as fate 
when the capturing and holding of a bonus 
is considered. A railroad is a good thing but 
it is possible to pay too dearly for it, and cer- 
tainly the Prince Albert people have paid 
rather dearly for their twenty mile road, 
Gi course it is the intention of the company 
to continue their line so as to connect with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway at Qu’Ap- 
pelle, and if they do this the bonus 
given by Prince Albert will not be altogether 
thrown away, but whether they do this or 
not appareutly depends on themselves or oa 
not on any agreement 
nade with the people of Prince Albert, who

THE ATHABASCA, 


The Athabasca river, which, in breaking | 


through the Rocky mountains towards the 
east, forms the eastern portion of the Yellow 
head pass, rises far south of that point, be- 
tween the second and third ranges of the 
Rockies towards the west. Its source 1s 
amonyst the glaciers, where the Rockies are 
the highest and most rugged, which send 
their melted snows to form the Saskatche- 
wan,and Red Deer,and to swell the volume of 
the Bow, the Columbia, and the Kootenay. 
From its source it flows north, between the 
two ranges for about one hundred miles, be- 
fore it turns to the east at Henry house. 
The fact 


so quickly and to such a great height in 
summer When the snow is melting or the 
rain falling on the sides of this enormous 
trough. During high water, at Henry house 
it is as large as the Saskatchewan at Edmon- 
ton, but, owing to the swifter current, with 
double as much water going down it; while 
in winter when there is no melting snow to 
keep it up it is a mere brook that can be 
waded without ditliculty, but little larger 
than the spring creeks that fall into it there, 
and which, by being warmer, keep it open all 
the year round, Although in the heart of the 
mountains and having a very swift current, 
in old times it was navigated by H.B.Co. 
boats to a point about sixty milesabove Henry 
house where two creeks, one flowing east 
into the Athabasca and the other west into 
the Columbia at the Big bend, form a pass 
through the third range of the Rockies tow- 
ards the west. Through this pass the sup- 
plies of goods for the H.B.Go., trading posts 
on the Columbia were packed to Boat En- 
‘ampment; and from that point distributed 
by boat to points along the river down to the 
coast. The pass from the Athabasca to the 
Columbia is known usthe the Whirlpool pass, 
and is very high at its summit. The valley 
of the river between the two ranges of moun- 
tains is barren and rugged with little timber, 
but the sides of the mountains for a consid- 
erable height are well timbered with spruce, 
poplar, silver pine, and hemlock. ? 

At Henry house, a supply depot established 
by the C.P.R. survey parties—who at first 
brought in their supplies from the west side 
by the Columbia river and the Whirlpool pass 

the Athabasca bends sharply to the east, 
receiving from the west the Myette river, 
which rises about twenty miles further west 
in Summit lake. Out of the same lake an- 
other creek flows towards tne west which 
falls mto the Fraser at Tete Jaune, (yellow 
head) cache on the west side of the third 
range of the Rockies, thus forming the cele- 
brated Yellowhead pass. The mountains on 
cach side of the Myette have a heavy growth 
of hemlock, some of the trees being four 
feet through. 

Below Henry house, about eighteen or 
twenty miles, the Athabasca widens out into 
a shallow lake, about eight miles long, hay- 
ing a sandy bottom, which when the water 
is low is partly bare, At the foot of the lake 
and the eastern edge of the monntains, Jas- 
per house, an old H.B.Co, post is situated, 
which on the east side sometimes gives its 
name to the pass, as the Tete Jaune cache 
does on the west. The post is named after 
an ofticer of the H.B.Co. who first established 
it, and is properly called ** Jasper’s” house. 
About eight miles below Jasper house, where 
the river passes the edge ot the foot hills, 
Fiddle depot, an old supply store of the C, 
P.R. survey parties is’ situated, and at this 
point the formerly located line of the rail- 
way crossed the river to its north or west 
side, remaining on that side all through the 
pass. It is a remarkable feature of this pass 
and almost of as much consequence to rail- 
road men as the absence ef heavy grades or 
the low elevation is that snow seldom or 
never lies to any considerable depth in iti 
the winter, although it falls several feet deep 
in the country on either side. 

From Jasper house to the mouth of Lesser 
Slave river, a distance of about 225 miles, 
the course of the Athabasca is te the north- 
east, and the country through which it pass 
es, is covered with heavy timber, both spruce 
And poplar. There is not in the whole of this 
distance one hundred acres of prairie along 
banks. The current after leaving the 
mountains is very swift, becoming slower as 
the distance from the mountains creases. 
It is probable that from Ft. Assiniboine to 
the mouutains, a distance of 175 miles, it 
will never be navigable for steamboats, not 
because there are any particularly dangerous 
rapids or because there is not water enough 
but simply because the current is so swilt 
The H.B.Co., however, used to track their 
York boats up it from Ft, Assiniboine—now 
abandoned—to Jaspers without making any 
portages, and boats and batteaun came down 
safely, but in some places the drop is a great 
us that of the roof of a house.

Dunvegan, sixty miles further up 
Peace river. The banks of the river from the 
mouth of Slave river to the landing are very 
high—as in fact they are all the way from the 
mountains-—similar to those of the Saskateh- 
ewan at Edmonton, and heavily timbered on 
both sides, while the river itself is larger 
than the Saskatchewan at Edmonton. The 
country lying north of the river is also Well 
timbered but that to the south is less so, the 
mixed timber and prairie country of Edmon- 
ton extending almost to its banks. Many 
creeks but no rivers of any consequence fail 
into it on either side from the mouth of Slave 
river to the landing. 

From the Landing the river flows ina north. 
easterly direction for about forty miles to 
the mouth of Lac la Biche river, a small 
stream which drains Lae la Biche and falls 
into the Athabasca on its eastern side. From 
there its course is almost due north until it 
reaches the Grand rapid. 
the Landing to the Grand rapid, about one 
hundred miles below the mouth of Lae la 
Biche river ig not very swift and from the 
head of the Grandrapid to at least the mouth 
of the Pembina, a distance of about 200 miles, 
and perhaps to Ft. Assiniboine, there is very 
good-—and indeed, except ii very low water 
first class-—steamboat navigation. The banks 
from the Landing down to the rapids are not 
so high as in the upper part of the stream 
but are well wooded, as is the country on 
both sides below the mouth of Lac la Biche 
river. 

From the Grand rapid the river turns east- 
ward for about eighty miles, until Ft. Me- 


Murray at the mouth of the Clearwater, | 


which comes in on the east side of the Atha- 
basca, is reached. The Grand rapid is a 
straight, very swift and stony rapid about 100 
yards long divided into two parts by an island, 
Boat loads are portaged on, the island both 
ways, While the light boats are tracked wp or 
let gently down as the case may be. For 
twenty miles below this rapid the navigation 
is good. The river then begins to break 
through ranges of low hills which lie north 
and south across the course of the river, 
The banks here are of a fliuty slate formation 
and ridges of this substance lie across the 
éhannel, each one forming a rapid. These 
rapids extend for a distance of about sixty 
iniles, until the hilly country is passed, the 
last one being about a mile above It, MeMur- 
ray. Loaded York boats and batteaux run 
down these rapids with comparatively little 
difficulty or danger and unloaded boats can 
be tracked up, but they form an insurmount 
able obstacle to steamboat vay igation bet ween 
the lower and upper Athabasea. The Roman 
Catholic missions of the Athalssca and Mae- 
kenzie river districts receive their supplies 
from Lac la Biche by this route, but the H,. 
B.Co. prefer to bring the supplies required by 
them for the same districts from Carlton via 
Green lake, Long portage and the Clearwater, 
Some years ago the K.C. inission authorities 
at Lac la Biche undertook to cut a cart road 
from that place to It. MeMurray in order to 
avoid these rapids but the country was 
swampy and Covers di with timber that the at 
tempt was abandoned.

J. V. Kildahl for the crown, Bleecker & Ham+ 
bly for accused, Court opened in the H.B. 
Co. fort at 11 a.m. 

Capt. Gagnon said the information was 
drawn up under a clause making the offence 
with which the accused was chirged,a felony. 
Bleecker objected that the information was 
not laid under the proper clause. 

T. Anderson sworn—Am_ crown timber 
agent; have acted in that capacity for eight- 
een months. Witness produced papers trom 


the authorities in Ottawa recognizing him as | 


agent, also a letter of instruction from Lind- 
say Kussell, surveyor-general, ordering him 
to come up and take charge; also letters 
from the interior department acknowledging 
the receipt of money and relating to other 
matters of the agency, signed A. Russell. 

Mr. Bleecker objected that this was no evi- 
dence of appointment.
